Ml!.  Chairman  and  Gkntdemkn, — 

I have  the  honour  of  placing  before  you  the  report  of  the  condition 
of  the  Abergavenny  Rural  Sanitary  District. 

I take  tlie  population  of  your  district  to  be  (excluding  the  Joint 
Counties  Asylum)  practically  stationary  since  the  last  census  (1891).  The 
population  then  was  8,770  : including  the  newly-added  parishes  of  Gros- 
mont  and  Llangua  the  population  is  9,414  ; and  including  the  Joint  Counties 
Asylum,  10,343.  The  area  of  the  district  in  acres,  including  the  Grosmont 
district,  is  64,119.  The  total  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  189, 
of  which  9G  were  males  and  93  females,  showing  a decrease  of  one  com- 
pared with  the  preceding  year  with  regard  to  the  old  district. 

The  birth-rate  of  the  district  (including  the  Asylum)  was  18-5  per 
thousand  ; the  preceding  year  (1894)  it  being  i9'7  per  thousand. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  for  the  whole  district  is  181. 

The  number  of  deaths  (excluding  the  Asylum)  were  104,  including  4 
deaths  occurring  outside  the  district  belonging  thereto,  but  excluding  7J 
deaths  occurring  in  the  district  but  not  belonging  to  it  (Joint  Counties 
Asylum).  Tbe  death-rate  for  the  year  was  10-8  per  thousand  ; the  death- 
rate  for  the  year  1894  being  11*8  per  thousand,  'hhe  death-rate  j)er 
thousaiid  of  infant  nun  tality  was  2*1 

The  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were; — Under  one  year,  23  ; one 
and  under  five,  0 ; five  and  under  fifteen,  3 ; fifteen  and  under  twenty- 
five,  5 : twenty-five  and  under  sixty-five,  70  ; sixty-five  and  upwards,  08.

The  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  were  8,  viz.  scarlatina, 
1 ; diphtheria,  1 ; and  typhoid,  1,  (the  two  first  deaths  being  children 
under  five  years),  showing  a decrease  in  deaths  from  this  cause  of  1, 
compared  with  the  preceding  year,  and  a decrease  of  8 compared  with 
1893,  and  being  equal  to  a death-rate  per  thousand  of  -2 


SCARLA'ITXA. 

Twenty-seven  cases  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year  - 10  cases  of 
which  occurred  in  the  Grosmont  district ; in  fact  in  the  village  itself,  and 
necessitated  the  closing  of  the  school.  This  was  the  only  part  of  the 
rural  district  in  which  there  was  any  epidemic  of  the  disease,  the  remain- 
ing cases  being  evidently  due  to  infection  from  adjacent  districts. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Nine  cases  w'ere  notified,  of  which  8 were  in  Gromiont.  Gf  the  re- 
maining six  cases  8 occurred  in  one  family — one  of  which  proved  fatal — 
the  original  case  being  imported  from  a distance  (in  another  district),  the 
other  two  being  infected  from  it.  The  other  cases  were  mild  forms  of 
the  disease,  and  I do  not  think  were  due  to  defective  sanitary  conditions. 


TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Five  cases  occurred  in  this  district  during  the  year.  One  in  Llangua 
— there  was  nothing  in  the  sanitary  condition  to  account  for  it,  and  I 
believe  it  to  have  arisen  from  infection  at  a distance.  Of  the  remaining 
four  the  original  case  was  brought  into  the  district  from  a considerable 
distance,  and  was  the  cause  of  infection  to  the  remainder. 


ERYSIPKT.AS. 

One  case  was  notified  to  me  during  the  year.

Improvements  have  been  made  in  various  parts  of  this  district  in  this 
matter,  although  there  is  yet  a great  deal  to  be  done.  The  question  as  to 
the  water  supply  of  Llanvihangel  Crucorney,  which  has  been  so  long 
before  your  Board,  I hope  will  soon  receive  solution  at  your  hands,  and 
that,  before  another  year  has  gone  by,  there  will  be  a proper  supply  to 
the  village.  I think  it  is  in  a fair  way  of  being  completed.  At  Govilon, 
where  although  certain  parts  of  the  village  are  well  supplied,  others, 
including  the  School,  are  not,  the  Parish  Council  are  interesting  them- 
selves in  the  matter,  and  I hope  and  believe  will  not  cease  to  do  so  until 
all  parts  of  that  somewhat  scattered  community  are  properly  supplied 
with  water.

SCHOOLS. 

The  Schools  have  greatly  improved  in  sanitary  condition  of  late, 
and  several  are  in  every  respect  in  excellent  condition  ; others  are,  either 
in  regard  to  the  water  supply  or  in  other  matters,  capable  of  improve- 
ment, but  generally  there  is  a marked  advance  in  sanitary  conditions. 

The  School  at  Grosmont  has  been  closed  during  the  year  on  account 
of  the  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  on  two  occasions,  and  opportunity  was 
taken  to  put  it  in  proper  condition.  Other  Schools— Llanarth,  Cwmyoy 
Lower  and  Llanvetherine — ^have  been  closed  for  various  periods  on  account 
of  measles,  chicken-pox,  &c. 

Various  nuisances  in  the  district  have  been  attended  to  by  your 
Inspector  and  myself,  and  complaints  have  received  attention,  but  there 
yet  remains  a great  deal  to  be  done.  There  are  many  cottages  in  various 
parts  of  the  district  that  are  not  in  a proper  condition,  and  cases  of  over- 
crowding occur  which  have  to  be  dealt  with.  But  there  is  undoubtedly  a 
distinct,  although,  gradual  improvement  over  the  whole  of  the  district. 
In  the  village  of  Llanfoist  there  have  been  numerous  complaints  of 
nuisances  of  one  sort  and  another,  and,  although  the  sanitary  surround- 
ings have  been  materially  improved  of  late  years,  there  is  a great  deal 
that  we  shall  have  to  look  to  before  the  village  can  be  pronounced  in  a 
proper  sanitary  condition. 

In  our  newly-acquired  parish  of  Grosmont  there  are  also  certain 
conditions  as  to  the  disposal  of  sewage,  the  water  supply,  cfec.,  that 
require  improvement.  But,  generally  over  the  whole  of  the  district,  I 
think  I can  congratulate  you,  gentlemen,  on  the  improvement  made,  and 
when  we  consider,  as  I have  mentioned  in  preceding  reports,  the  sur- 
roundings of  our  district,  part  of  it  being  bordered  by  densely-populated 
mining  towns,  our  centre  being  an  urban  district,  and  infested  as  we  are 
with  tramps,  the  only  wonder  is  that  our  zymotic  death-rate  is  not  higher.
